Business in a Democracy 


“The greatest demonstration in all times of 
what business can do in a democracy.’ Those 
are.-the words used by Paul V. McNutt, Federal 
Security Administrator, in reference to the au- 
tomobile industry, in a recent speech before the 
National Automobile Dealers’ Association. 


Mr. McNutt cited remarkable statistics in 
support of his assertion. He pointed out how 
automobile dealers in the United States sold. 
in 1939, approximately 10,000,000 cars, new and 
used. How the people of the United States own 
almost 30,000,000 of the world’s 43,000,000 auto- 
mobiles. “You have furnished,” he said, “‘to 
75 per cent of the people in the land one of the 
greatest miracles of modern science for the im- 
provement and enjoyment of life.’’ 


The saga of the automobile industry is, as 
stated by Mr. McNutt, one of the great stories 
of the greatest democracy. Less than half a 
century old, the industry nevertheless repre- 
sents one-seventh of all the nation’s business. 
It employs, including its allied industries, more 
men than any other industry in the world and. 
on the whole, it has paid a higher average wage 
than most other industries. 

This rise of the automobile in America could 
not have been possible under any other eco- 
nomic order than the capitalist system. It is 
because of the investments of the tens of 
thousands who, through their stock holdings, 
own the automobile plants of the nation, that 
the achievement has been made. The industry 
has made profits for its investors and its work- 
ers alike and, out of those profits, has been 
created a product that with each year is a bet- 
ter product and, generally speaking, at a lower 
cost 

The automobile represents in many senses 
the story of modern America. Its almost uni- 
versal ownership is proof of the ever widening 
spread of prosperity, the extending of the finer 
things of life to a greater and greater propor- 
tion of itS people. 

Through the automobile the genius of 
science and engineering has found its greatest 
expression of the century and, through the 
investment has earned profits 
which, in turn, have built an industry’ which 
is today the backbone of American progress. 

No invention has had such an effect upon 
the social order of a nation as the automobile. 
It has, by speeding travel, shortened distance 
and made the nation materially smaller. It has 
made possible an intersectional knowledge and 
it has. brought with it a new opportunity for 
education and for culture.

To nip this trend is the objective of the Walter- 
Logan bill, already passed by the senate and now 
approved hy the house judiciary committee. It 
would place needed restraints and limitations on 
the independent functioning of the whole range 
of governmental agencies whose rules, regulations, 
decisions and orders today almost minutely affect 
business and industry throughout the country. 

Specifically, it imposes on such administrative 
agencies requirements for uniform procedure in 
making rules and regulations; and subjects the 
exercise of quasi-judicial powers by such agencies 
to a prompt and thorough check by the federa! 
judiciary. 

The most direct targets of this proposed new 
law are the National Labor Relations Board. the 
Wage-Hour Administration, the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission, and other boards whose deci- 
sions themselves constitute the “subsfance of law.” 
and have been in the past arbitrarily fixed and 
written. 

If this bill passes—and it is now encountering 
considerable opposition by the administration—it 
will restore to congress much of the legislative 
power forfeited in a period notorious for its bu- 
reaucratic invasions of both the legislative and 
judicial province. 

It will do away with much of the tindemocrati: 
system which this period has imposed, of goverr 
ment of men, instead of a government of laws.
